5. Among the many jobs done by W-0 Fernrohr, three seem particularly 
important: 

a) Calculations for the A-1 device. 

b) Caleulations for the Schlieren device. The equipment 
consisted of two tubes made of light metal and pzinted 
grey, arranged in succession with a space betweer them for 
the test object. The tubes were supported by a foundation 
made of metal. A platform at the rear end of the device 
permitted vision through the tubes. They had a Length of 
about five meters and a diameter of about one~haif meter. 
The warmth of a hand was sufficient to produce “chlisren . 
W-O Fernrohr personnel, when they saw the equipment, were 
told that it was for material testing. It is known that 
at least three units were delivered to the Russians.** 


¢) Calculations for condensers (Kondensoren). These are 
lenses with a strong curvature in order to concentrate 
light on a point or on a surface. They are needed for 
all kinds of projectors.
